| While the reduction in motor li¬ 
cense fees instituted by the province, 
docs not in itself very materially cut 
the cost of motor car use, yet it haa 
roused a wave of appreciation 
amongst the people of Alberta. It is 
a recognition of existing conditions 
and'an indication of what the govern 
ment would like to do. In this con¬ 
nection also it must be remembered 
(hat the government held out no 
promise at the recent election that 
motbr licenses would be reduced. But 
reduction has come. 

Speaking of this cut, the observa¬ 
tion haS been made that it ia justifi¬ 
able and reasonable in the case of 
motor cars, but that owners of trucks 
and busses do not carry anything ap¬ 
proximating their share, considering 
the wear and tear which they wreak 
on highways. If license fees are reg¬ 
ulated on the basis of damage to I 
highways, one heavy truck can and 
does do hundreds of dollars worth to 
a highway, where a dozen light cars 
would hot leave any material impres¬ 
sion. And both trucks and busses 
travel the highway without regard 
to the havoc which they may work. 

It is possible that there may soon 
be a fuller recognition of this heavy 
cost in upkeep, necessitated by the 
free operation of trucks. In eastern 
provinces the matter is being consid¬ 
ered in its relation to the railways. 

Railways have lost very heavily 
through this new method of trans¬ 
portation. They have built up a 
tremendous machinery, with their 
purchased rights of way, their sched¬ 
uled service. They are heavy tax¬ 
payers. '"'S 

In comparison with them, the oper¬ 
ators of busses and trucks escape 
very lightly, with unrestricted use of 
the people’s public highways. This 
is use which costs the people dearly, 
and which may in time lead to special 
legislation.

The business !"an is a target for 
every petition and collecting sheet 
that is passed round the town. He 
has to respond warmly to appeals to 
send woollen uftderwear to the Hoten 
tots and ice cream to the Eskimos. 
He is expected to support the base¬ 
ball club, the hockey dub, the curling 
clubs and all other clubs. He must 
belong to the Board of Trade and 
should keep up his end with the lod¬ 
ges. He must dig up for his own 
church and other churches. He must 
contribute to bazaars, suppers and 
entertainments. He must attend 
these till his digestion rebels. If 
someone wants to get out a program, 
the advertising to pay for it is sold 
to the business man. The business 
man must hold himself in readiness 
to give his time as councillor or 
school trustee or chairman of com¬ 
mittees.

SEES WESTERN NEED 


President Beatty’s five million dol- 
ar revolving fund as suggested by 
him in Winnipeg, is a live stock cred- 
ilit scheme for the West. The pro-" 
posed loans would vary from $200 
minimum to $1000 maximum. Only 
those who wish stock, who are quali¬ 
fied to care for stock, and who are 
located in a district favorable to 
livestock, would be eligible for this 
scheme. , 

This obviously restrains any great 
rush of Western farmers into live¬ 
stock grewitig, and would substanti¬ 
ally strengthen the gradual entrance 
into mixed farthing wthout jeopardiz¬ 
ing the livestock market. It is plan¬ 
ned only to encourage diversified 
farming. 

i-- I 

Within the last few months, West¬ 
ern Canada has been perpetually re¬ 
proached with her addiction to wheat 
farming. So President Beatty’s state¬ 
ment of figures for Canadian live¬ 
stock production, should be a revel¬ 
ation to Eastern critics. In the eight 
year period from 1922 to ’29,. Western 
Canada had 48 per cent, of Canada’s 
total cattle production, 37 per cent, 
of the swine, and 26 per cent, of the 
sheep. 

The fact has been that the wheat 
production has been only on more gi¬ 
gantic proportions. The same abil¬ 
ity which has evolved the successful 
wheat farms, can turn gradually to 
a reasonable sideline of stock-grow¬ 
ing—that is, if the district in which 
these farmers live is suitable to mix? 
ed farming. 

The five million dollar fund sug¬ 
gested by Mr. Beatty would be an en- 
eouragment to many willing farmers, 
at a time when encouragement is cri¬ 
tically needed.

But the modem methods of 
lelivering bread from Ihj field to the 
•'ble call for the labor of a whole 
>.rn,y compared with early days. 

Fifty years ago to supply people 
.vith bread, it needed the farmers, 
(he millers, and the merchants. 

Today, how many people are re¬ 
tired? The farmers, the miliars, 
.he bakers, the merchants, the rail- 
•oad men, other transportation work¬ 
ers; the manufacturers of modem 
pachinery, milling, baking, etc.; 
actory builders; printers; paper 
nanufacturer for wrappers; the pro¬ 
fiteers of coal, of oil and gasoline; 
distributors of all these products; 
technologists, research workefs7 etc. 

Fewer people are needed to raise 
the wheat, but many more are re¬ 
quired for the distribution of the 
modem products of wheat. 

So it is doubtful if all the modem 
machinery really closes doors to hu¬ 
man effort, so much are opening up 
new fields of activity.

Canada, United States and Mexico 
are co-operating in wild life conser¬ 
vation, with special study of the hab¬ 
its of ducks and geese and their 
breeding grounds. 

It is estimated that between 75 
Shd 80 per cent, of the ducks and 
geese of North America are raised 
north of the Canada-U.S. boundary. 
A large share of these are hatched in 
the prairie provinces. Study, has 
shown that most of northern Canada 
is outside the breeding range for the 
majority of the duck species, and jet 
agriculture has invaded the old time 
prairie breeding grounds. Lakes and 
marshes have berome shallower and 
there has been great reduction in the 
ducks of recent years. 

One solution in maintaining an un¬ 
disturbed nesting place for ducks, lies 
in the great pre-Cambrian area 
stretching across Canada. This is in 
the latitude favored by ducks, and un-

He continues . regarding the “com¬ 
plete strangulation of outside settle¬ 
ment in favor of the families of far¬ 
mers in older settled parts,’’ that this 
is not a united dominion, but a group 
of ten states of individual aspiration 
and Alberta is for Albertans only. 

‘So far as the southern and central 
portions of Alberta are concerned, 
the provisions of the new act cannot 
result in the same extent of dainage 
that must be effected to the Peace Ri¬ 
ver counry. To this section of the 
north, the continuance of immigra¬ 
tion of a preferred type is imperative 
if the millions of acres of suitable 
agricultural land are to be developed. 

The hope of the Peace River coun¬ 
try is in development, both agricul¬ 
turally and from _the transportation 
standpoint. With this made impos¬ 
sible through the drastic provisions 
of the new land.-, act, there can be no 
hope of development of our vast re¬ 
sources of minerals, timber and wat¬ 
erpower. And since nothing can 
stand still, but must either progress 
or move backward, the new govern¬ 
ment policy must prove one of retro¬ 
gression. In curing the disease of 
unrestricted immigration, they have 
administered a remedy that must re¬ 
sult in the death of the patient.” 

It is true that if the north country 
is homesteaded by people from the 
south who are not year-round resi¬ 
dents, these people will not have 
Peace River development so greatly 
at heart, as would families who go 
in to make the place their permanent 
and only hope.
